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Protest honors dead professor

Instructors In the Spanish and Por¬ 
tuguese department cancelled classes Fri¬ 
day afternoon In protest of "the senseless 
violence In society/' and to honor the 
memory of Pedro Qitenza. 

Entenza, a Spanish instructor, was killed 
Wednesday night when a steel grating 
pushed from an overpass punctured the 
root of his car and sent it out of control. 

According to Everett Hesse, Spanish 
department head, Qitenza, who is sur¬ 
vived by his wife and six daughters, car¬ 
ried no insurance. 


Because the widow is left with no income, 
money donated to the Pedro F. Entenza 
memorial fund will be given to the family, 
Hesse said. 

Originally, the department had planned 
to use the fund to add books to the Spanish 
library in Entenza’s name. 

The Cuban native was completing work 
on his doctorate in Spanish literature. 
He also held a doctorate in law and had 
written articles and books on law and 
literature. 

A committee from the University at¬ 
tended the funeral Saturday morning at 
St. Leo's Catholic church in Fairfax, 


Va., where he lived. 

Some of the instructor’s friends in 
Fairfax are also establishing a fund, 
intended for Qitenza’s daughters. 

Hesse said contributions to both funds 
should be sent to the Spanish and Por¬ 
tuguese department office. Checks should 
be made out to the fund. 

Two youths have been charged with 
homicide in connection with the death. 
In an ironic sidelight, metropolitan police 
announced that with Entenza’s death, the 
number of murders in the District in 1969 
exceeded the entire 1966 total.

Dear Sob,
